PROPERTY CRIMES Crime Clock

Property crimes include burglary, larceny, motor vehi-
cle theft, and arson. These crimes do not involve the threat
of violence, but entail property taken from one by another,
or the destruction of property by arson.

Property crimes showed an increase during 2006, ris- 15 minutes,
ing by 1,519 reported offenses. The 2006 total of 33,470 42 setonds
represents a 4.8% increase from the 2005 figure of 31,951.

Law enforcement agencies cleared 8,410 property
crimes during 2006 for a 25.1% clearance rate. Property
crimes represent 95.6% of all reported index crimes and
account for acrime rate of 25.38 offenses per 1,000.
